Provisions made by the last leg- 


islature for increasing the capacity 
and the efficiency of the state's tu- 
berculosis sanitnria will be an im- 
portant factor in the part 
which 


Wisconsin will j>lay in the nation. 
al campaign already launched in an- 
ticipation of an increased tubercu- 
losis due to the war. Wisconsin is 
one of the few states in the union 
whos_e legislators have shown the 
foresight to include tuberculosis leg. 
islation in thtir war preparedness 
measures. New York is another, its 
legislature last winter having pass- 
ed a law making c-ompulsory for 
every county with a population of 
over 3o,000 to trtct and maintain 
a tuberculosis sanatorium. 


Briefly summarized, the tubercu 


losis legislation added to the Wis- 
consin program by the last legisla- 
ture is as follows:

An act appropriating $75,000 for 
tne erection of a new stale sanator 
lum in northern Wisconsin. 
This 


sanatorium cannot be opened 
for 


patients until the nrxt session of the 
legislature, however, no provision 
baving teen made for its operation 
and maintenance. 


An act increasing the state aid 


for patients in county tuberculosis 
sanatoria from $125,000 to $141,000 
J.^.'jrsl >rar of the biennium and 
lltoMW for the second year, this 
increase luring required to meet the 
itemand made by the erection of new 
institutions. 


The above measures are in addi- 
tion to the appropriations estimated 
«s necessary lo provide for improve 
ta/il*. operation anj maintenance 
of the stale institutions at Statesan 
and Tomahawk I^ke. 


"Significant of the splendid atti 


tude taken by members of the leg 
islature toward tuberculosis legisla 
lion is the fact that every measure 
was passed by a practically unani 
rnous vole," said Olta F. Bradley as
